Of Wealth 


A bit of news makes one think 
of the ‘“‘Texas money” which for 
the past several years has been 

so much in the 
news. 
‘‘Newport Ca- 
sino,” where 
for 75 years the 
nation’s society 
summer colony 
has gathered to 
bask in the sun, 
to dance, hear 
concerts, watch 
lawn tennis, 
drink cocktails 
and stage costume balls, report- 
edly is on the verge of folding. 
Decision will be made Monday. 

It is important only in that it 
jilustrates that the old order 
does indeed change, yielding 
place to new. There will be no 
more than a handful of mourn- 
ers for Newport. What it rep- 
resented died a long time ago. 

In a very real sense Newport 
represented the immaturity of 
wealth and a lack of any con- 
cept of how to use it, save in 
idleness and somewhat pathetic 
striving for exclusive luxury and 
es 

Its very origin was immature. 

In 1879, a British polo player, 
guest of a member of New 
York’s then exclusive men's 
club, the Reading Room, fell to 
drinking with friends and ad- 
mirers and the talk came to be 
about the captain’s sensitive and 
well-trained polo ponies. It was 
suggested the captain’s ponies 
were so obedient to the touch of 
his hand on the bridle they would 
go anywhere, even up the steps 
into the club. 


Origin 


Another round or so, and this 
took on the shining aspects of a 
fine idea. So, they did it. They 
fetched one of the ponies and 
the captain rode it up the steps, 
in through the door and into the 
clubroom. 

This led, reportedly, ‘‘to the 
consternation of the members,” 
who were aroused from naps in 
their deep chairs to see a polo 
pony in the lounge with a 
drunken and merry captain on 
its back. 

Indeed, their consternation 
was such that a majority voted 
to withdraw the captain's guest 
card. This set James Gordon 
Bennett, the New York newspa- 
per publisher, into a state known 
as high dudgeon, he deing a vain 
and ruthless man who wished to 
be thought of as royalty and as 
a member of British society. 

Bennett pulled out of the club, 
purchased three and a half acres 
of land, and formed the Newport 
Casino. Certain of his friends of 
ecual, and greater wealth, went 
with him. 

Newport came to be the center 
of the nation’s ‘'400.”’ 

For several decades the New- 
port set dominated the society 
pages. Someone was always 
marrying, or buying, a shabby 
Italian or French title. There 
were always those who made 
the page one headlines to the 
great distress of those who made 
the social page headlines. 


Change 


More than anything else the 
‘“‘Newport”’’ set, at the Casino 
and in those resorts where they 
went for the winter, made the 
nation turn away from the purely 
‘‘society section’’ in its news- 
papers. The ridiculous postur- 
ing, the extravagant and reck- 
less waste of money on wed- 
dings, debutante balls, and (in 
fantastic costume balls helped 
speed the income tax and a gen- 
eral realization that such im- 
maturity and inability to use 
wealth was a bad idea. It also 


speeded the newspapers of the- 


nation toward women’s pages in 
which legitimate social events 
are reported, but which properly 
give most of their space to 
housekeeping, care of children, 
cooking, dressmaking and so on. 

Today, American capitalism is 
unique. It has given the profit 
dollar a social conscience. It 
has never adopted any social- 
ism, but it has blended into the 
capitalistic system certain tech- 
niques such as the public school 
system, soil conservation prac- 
tices, old-age pensions, care of 
the crippled, blind, and others, 
which contribute to the welfare 
of people. Therefore, it survives 
and the people who live under it 
recognize it as the best system 
for a free people. 

Today, the ‘“‘Texas money,” 
which has supported almost 
every fascist-type political can- 


didate and: many of the most | 


reactionary and dangerous fig- 
ures in American life, if the only 
irresponsible, preposterous 
wealth left. If it doesn’t attain 
some maturity of character and 
action, it, too, will speed its own 
demise. The people will tire 
of it.

AKRON, Ohio, Aug. 13 "®—More 
than half the workers of the na- 
tion's “‘big four’’ rubber producers 
staved away from their machines 
today as plants in 16 cities lay 
idle. | 

Firestone Tire & Rubber Co. 
counted 25.500 out in the strike 
that began at midnight last night. 
Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co. had 
30,000 out in the walkout that be-| 
gan July 8. | 

Both companies met with United 
Rubber Workers Union (CIO) rep-| 
resentatives in Cleveland today 
but reported ‘‘no progress.”” They 
scheduled further meetings for 
Monday. | 
TALKS CONTINUE 

B. F. Goodrich Co. and United 
States Rubber Co. talks in Cin- 
cinnati and in New York contin- 
ued, with their workers on the job 
or a day-to-day basis. A URW 
spokesman here said today there 
was “absolutely no truth’ to 
rumors that Goodrich workers 
were about to quit their jobs. 

Goodrich has 18,000 workers in 
nine plants and United States Rub- 
ber has 35,000 in 19 plants. 

All four companies have offered 
wage raises of five cents an hour. 
The union is asking an undisclosed 
amount, but believed to be about 
0 cents, plus “even more impor- 
tant’’ contract changes. 

The changes include a seniority 
clause to provide for layoffs and 
recalls, an improved method of 
handling grievances and permis- 
sion for the union to set up its own 
safety committees.

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Studebaker Labor 


Shows Maturity 


Along about 1850 John Studebaker 
loaded his family into a wagon he and 
his bovs had built and moved them west 
from Penns} lvania. It was a good wagon, 
“s bear for travel and a devil for taking 
the hard knocks.” 

The Studebakers set up in northern 
Indiana. at the south bend of the St. 
Joseph River, to make more wagons. Able 
artisans and skilled finarmiers, they built 
a wagon business that survived wars and 
panics. From wagons they turned to the 
manufacture of motor cars, good cars 
worthy of the Studebaker label. 

Always the Studebaker corporation 
has got along well with the workers, 
never a serious strike. Wages have been 
good and other employe benefits gen- 
erous. The auto workers at South Bend 
have been getting $2.39 an hour as com- 
pared to $2.03 in Detroit. 

In recent months Studebaker has 
found the financial going rough. As an 
independent competing with the giants of 
the auto industry, the company took a 
more than $8,000.000 loss in the first 
seven months of 1954. Studebaker 
been selling cars below cost to meet the 
competition.

Company officials became convinced 
they must cut back production costs to 
stay in the game. Top executives re- 
duced their own salaries by 25 to 30 per 
cent. A pay cut hurts no matter where 
it comes. 

They laid the cards on the table be- 


fore the United Auto Workers, South 
Bend leadership, and asked that labor 
take a 10 to 15 per cent cut. The UAW 


officials studied the facts and agreed to 
the justice of the proposal. 

Last week the union membership re- 
jected the proposal, 3 to 2.. The company 
said it was sorry, but the plant must close 
in 60 days unless the wage reduction was 
made. Studebaker couldn’t take a mil- 
lion-dollar-a-month loss, even after more 
than a century in wheeled vehicle manu- 
facture. 

Thursday the Studebaker workers 
voted again. This time 8,000 out of the 
10,000 union membership were present 
instead of the less than half that turned 
out last week. This time they saw the 
picture more clearly. They voted, 8 to l, 
to accept the cut. Even after the reduc- 
tion, the Studebaker pay will compare 
favorably with that anywhere else in the 
industry. And there will be more work. 

The decision at South Bend is sig- 
nificant. 

The verdict was that of mature, re- 
sponsible working men who realize their 
own welfare is tied up directly with the 
solvency of the company. 

Leaders among the employes of the 
B&O Railroad showed the same awareness 
a few months ago when they put out a 
pamphlet urging each employe to become 
a salesman for the road. “Our jobs de- 
pend on how much business the B&O 
does,” the union leaders advised. “Get out 
and use every chance vou get to sell ship- 
pers on using our railroad.” 

In a complex society the interdepend- 
ence of management and labor stands out. 
You can’t keep biting the hand that feeds 
you without leading sooner or later to a 
total amputation. 


Let British Laborites 
Take Look Back Stage 


Having been wined and dined anc 
flattered in Moscow, Britain’s Laborite 
delegation now goes to Peiping in Com- 
munist China. The so-called “good will” 
pilgrimage, headed by Clement Attlee and 
Aneurin Bevan, is giving headaches to the 
free world and propaganda grist for the 
Communists. 

The trip is being used, as was expected, 
to further disrupt relations between the 
United States and Britain and to further 
weaken Western influence in Asia. It isa 
device, too, to weaken and destroy the 
Churchill government in Britain. The 
Communists know the Laborites’ lack of 
sympathy with the United States and 
they'd like to have them. back in power. 

The invitation to Britain’s labor party 
leaders had a definite purpose, and that’s 
for sure. The visit of these world-known 
leaders, hat in hand, to Communist head- 
quarters adds prestige to Moscow and 
Peiping in the eyes of all Asia. 

The Economist, influential British 
newspaper, gives the British delegation a 
bit of advice. It warns them not to be 
satisfied with the Communists’ prepared 
displays, but to insist upon seeing other 
aspects, such as “comrade tribunals” try- 
ing a worker accused of sabotage. 

The paper asks them to study workers’ 
living conditions, the forbidding of sec- 
ondary education to children in order that 
they may pass directly from primary 
school to work bench, Peiping’s political 
and budgetary emphasis on militarism and 
armaments, and the disappearance of all 
those who dare oppose the Communists 
publicly. 

The current Communist campaign of 


sweetness an light, accelerated each 
month since Malenkov succeeded Stalin, 
is accompanied by a continued buildup of 
Communist military strength. There's no 
evidence anywhere that the Reds have 
abandoned the Lenin doctrine of world 
conquest.

U.S. Has the Tools at Hand 
To Stall Red Peace Offensive

Ten vears ago, just about now, newspaper head- 


lines carried the electrifying, elating news and the Allied armies 


had staged their Normandy ‘breakout.’ 


A fantastic general by the 


name of Patton was about to lead his Third Army panzers on an end 


run across France. 


and Paris was soon to be liberated: 


the Axis, 


at long last, was reeling in defeat; and American hopes for a world 
of peace and justice were riding high. 


Ten vears later, the picture dif- 
fers. Despite a national policy of 
say-nothingism, the news perco- 
lates that the Soviet Union will 
have developed intercontinental 
guided missles in six years. H- 
bombs are piling up on both sides 
of the line. The free world has 
retreated in Indochina and the 
United States suffered a defeat at 
Geneva. On some days we find 
ourselves incapable of leading, or 
even persuading, our allies. 

What is wrong? We are living 
through a time of test and chal- 
lenge, a time of reassessing our 
own American world attitudes. But 
nothing is amiss, surely, that can- 
not be remedied 

The Soviet Union, is talking co- 
existence and negotiation and Lo- 
carno. And what are we talking? 
Well, the world knows what we are 
‘“‘against’’—that we are against the 
evils of communism.: But it is be- 
ginning to forget what we are 
““‘foer.”” 

Cannot the Eisenhower-Dulles- 
Wilson team lift their pronounce- 
ments out of the dead level of 
mediocrity—as the President did 
in his atom speech to the United 
Nations, and in his comments on 
American leadership in this week's 
press conference? Why not talk en- 
thusiastically about the ‘Atlantic 
Community” of nations once more? 
One reason Europe. welcomed 
NATO in 1950 was because it 
seemed to promise a splendid ren- 
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aissance of the Atlantic Commun- 
itv and an association wherein 
Germany and France could heal 
their ancient bitterness. But what 
Congress now seems mainly in- 
terested in, when discussing NATO 
or EDC, is how soon those 12 Ger- 
man divisions will become avail- 
able. 

We need to recognize that gov- 
ernments laboring toward cur- 
rency convertibility, and hoping to 
avoid a full surrender to Soviet 
trade. blandishments, are watching 
every American gesture’ which 
raises or lowers a brick on the 
tariff wall. We need to realize that 
an aloof refusal to welcome the 
views of non-Communist Asian 
leaders seems too often an echo 
of colonial attitudes. 


The misunderstanding can be 
corrected, if there is a will to do 
so. Our honest-broker services in 
effecting the Suez. agreement be- 
tween Egypt and Britain show how 
excellent, and persuasive, Ameri- 
can policy can be when we follow 
our natural inclinations for free- 
dom, fair play, and friendship. 

We don’t need to be mesmerized 
out of our natural inclinations, 
either by fear of intercontinental 
missiles or by overconcern with in- 
ternal subversion. American 
leadership, at its best, has always 
derived from the liberating talents 
of courage and compassion, put to 
use. They are still right at hand. 
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is exclusively his ¥%

The Blight Got 


The Mimosa Tree 


You don’t worry much when the lawn grass 
dies beneath the summer heat, for you know that 
a little water, and the scattering of a few seeds, 


will bring it back to green again. But with a tree it’s different. You 
come home from being away and find a tree has died, and it's a 
troubling thing. And you wish you'd stayed there, so you could 
have watered it, or called in the tree people to give it nourishment 
when it first showed signs of being sick. But once it’s gone, there's 


nothing you can do. 

The one I lost this summer was 
a big mimosa that stood by the 
brick terrace in the back yard. 
And it wasn't the drought that got 
it, but some sort of blight, that 
made the leaves cur! as they do in 
the evenings when the sun goes 
down. But the next morning, when 
the light strikes they don't open up 
= They just turn brown and 

It had grown up, in a way, with 
the family. When we first moved 
out there, when all the neighbor- 
hood around was still in woods, 
Mama planted it there at the edge 
of the terrace, a slim sprig of a 


tree about five feet tall. But it 
grew fast, throwing out its 
branches helter skelter. And kids 


played in it, and fell out of it and 
skinned their knees on the bricks 
below, and hung swings from it. 
It was a brittle tree, and they were 
always breaking a limb off, that 
had to be sawed and smoothed. 
But it kept growing, pushing its 
branches up to shade the windows 
of the rooms upstairs from the 
morning sun. It became a great 
hangout for the birds. We hung 
feeding boxes about over it, and 
spring and fall, in the times of the 
great migrations, and all the sum- 
mer long, the birds were there. It 
was a kind of civic center for the 
birds. They didn't nest there. They 
just came there to visit and preen

their feathers, and gossip with each 
other and sing. 

It was a fine tree for squirrels, 
too. It lay on the direct route from 
the big oak in the front yard, over 
the roof top, to the young oak in 
the back yard, to the tall pine that 
stood at the edge of the woods. It 
was a regular highway for the 
squirrels, and every few minutes 
one would come by, bound on some 
important business. 

Now it stands stark and sad and 
leafless, and the morning sun pours 
in the windows it once shaded, 
heating the house in the mornings 
like a furnace. And there's noth- 
ing much to be done about it, I 
guess, but to take the ax and cut 
it down, and dig up the stump, 
and put another mimosa where it 
stood. But it takes 16 years or so 
to get a mimosa tree up any size, 
and that is a long time. 

The same birds won't be here 
when the tree is grown again, nor 
the same squirrels. And the kids 
will be grown up and gone, and 
nothing will be quite like it was. 
And I think I am going to just 
leave it alone for awhile. Just let 
it stand there, bare and dead for 
a season. And maybe, come next 
spring, it will feel a surge of life 
from the warming earth and the 
long spring rains, and come back 
again, to cast its pleasant shade 
and make a happy resting place 
for the birds and the squirrels and 
me. 


The witness, who

Have the rest of us done more 
for America than merely to pay 
taxes? There are too many who 


believe that they owe America 
nothing and that America owes 
them everything. As though Amer- 
ica ought to feel it to be a special 
privilege to have them as citizens! 

Rollo May in his stimulating and 
helpful book, ‘‘Man’s Search for 
Himself,”’ says: ‘‘We receive love 
—from our children as well as 
others—not in proportion to our de- 
mands or sacrifices or needs, but 
roughly in proportion to our own 
capacity to love."’ He adds, ‘To 
love means essentially to give.” 
and he quotes Spinoza who said 
that truly to love God does not 
involve a demand for love in re- 
turn. 

Christians worship at the foot of 
a cross on which Christ died_be- 
cause He loved man. Christ did 
not bargain with men, saying, “If 
you love me, I'll die for you.” 
There would have been against the 
dark clouds of history no brilliant 
Cross of hope and faith had Christ 
promised His death upon such a 
bargain. *“*To love means essential- 
ly to give.’’ John 3:16, sometimes 
called ‘“‘the Gospel in a single 
verse,”” does not read: “For the 
world so loved God that God gave 
his only begotten Son,.”’ but rather, 
“For God so loved the world that 


He gave His only begotten Son.” 

This marks the difference be- 
tween human and divine love. Hu- 
man love always counts the cost 
and grows or perishes in propor- 
tion to demands or sacrifices or 
needs. Divine love is marked by 
the capacity to love and to give of 
oneself, regardless of whether that 
love is reciprocated or not. 

A mother loves her little child 
even before the child is old enoug 
to understand. She gives her life 
for the child. She will continue to 
love even if the child never re- 
sponds with love of his own. Divine 
love on a mother’s part does not 
demand love in return. But usually 
the mother receives love not be- 
cause she expects the child to love 
her but because her capacity for 
love makes her completely lovable. 

Long generations of Christians 
have loved Christ not because He 
demands their love but rather be- 
cause His capacity to love is so 
great as to make Him irresistible 
to those who turn to Him in faith 
and also because so great a love 
has made His disciples more lov- 
able. ‘‘We love Him, because He 
first loved us’’ (1 John 4:19). 

When we learn aright to love 
God—or America, we do not bar- 
gain nor ‘‘count the cost.’ Our 
lives become living sacrifices of 
devotion and Jove.

**Little Washington”’ is at the corner of Peache 
tree and Seventh streets. 


There, in the Peachtree-Seventh Building, one 
will find eight floors of U.S. Government emploves and services. 


The diversity of the agencies operating there is—to 


use a 24-cent 


word where a 98-cent one is required—amazing. 


The directory in the lobby of 
the modernistic brick building lists 
87. different, or partially different, 
government agencies. At the top 
of the roster is the Agriculture 
Department, with 16 sub-headings 
listed in its embrace. These sub- 
departments include such agencies 
as the Farmer’s Home Adminis- 
tration, the Forest Service, Cot- 
ton Branch Marketing Research, 
and ‘‘Audit, Office Of.’ 

After the Ag Department comes 
the Army Audit Agency with two 
sub-listings. And there's the Fed- 
eral Power Commission, Regional 
Office, and Commerce, Depart- 
ment of.

Catching one of the five eleva- 
tors to the eighth floor, I found 
myself at the door of one branch 
of the General Services Adminis- 
tration, the division charged with 
supervising a car-load of govern- 
mental housekeeping operations. 

In this particular office of the 
GSA, I found. W. W. Barron, an

extremely pleasant gentleman, 
who is Director of the Business 
Service Center of the General 
Services Administration. He ex- 
plained that the Peachtree-Seventh 
Building didn't céme under his of- 
fice, but that he would be glad to 
help me. 

The building itself is under the 
supervision of the Real Estate Di- 
Vision of the Public Buildings 
Service of the General Services 
Administration. The Public Build- 
ings Service is responsible for the 
repair and maintenance of about 
200 government buildings in the 
seven southeastern states. 

A call to the Real Estate Di- 
vision revealed, in answer to a 
question, that the Government's 
lease of the Peachtree-Seventh 
Building costs $476,701 vearly. 
That figure doesn’t include operat- 
ing expenses. Uncle Sam takes 
care of all services, everything 
from elevators to window-washing, 
and there are a lot of services res 
quired in a building with 362.684 
square feet of floor space. 

Mr. Barron's office, the Business 
Service Center, an offshoot of the 
main. office of the General Serv- 
ices Administration, is concerned 
with aiding businessmen in their 
business transactions with the gove 
ernment contracts and purchases, 
etc. But that’s another story.
